It is desirable that you complete the allotment of coinage for your Mint as early as 
practicable and that the necessary preparations be made to facilitate the annual settlement on the 
30th instant. 


It is also desirable that you should be prepared to resume coinage operations as early in 
July as practicable, for the reason that it is contemplated to coin by far the larger portion of the 
standard silver dollars required at the Philadelphia and New Orleans Mints, as the distribution is 
much more rapid from these points.
